Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
AH business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreem ent was reached, or any other comments: While both Takai et al and applicants' claims decompose 
components of their mesomorphous films via photoreactions, there is a fundamental difference between the processes. 
The current claims require the photoreaction to transform the metal complex. In Takai et al, the photo-oxidation 
removes the surfactant or the surfactant + an organic portion. The surfactant/organic material makes micelles, over 
which a ceramic material or its precursor (metal alkoxides- col.5) are disposed, but in making the ceramic porous body 
(col.6, lines 21-28), this precursor is treated with a HCI solution before the photo-oxidation removal of the micelles 
(colA Iines29+), hence appears to have already been turned into an inorganic oxide before the photo-processing, thus 
differing from the claims as written .

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
3/24/04 submissions have overcome the previous art rejections over Hill et al & (Yundt or Lin et al), but an update 
found Takai et al, which has process features as in the independent claims, however the examiner noted thatTakai's 
initial deposits require the precursor molecules to be employed with micelles, while preferred embodiments in 
applicants' specification have the metal complex being the mesomorphous part of the film, hence requiring such in the 
independent claims will remove Takai et al as a reference. .
